All claims pending thus being allowable, prosecution on the merits is closed in 
this application. A statement of the examiner's reasons for allowance is provided in the 
paragraphs, which follow below. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 19-21, 23, 24, 26, 27, 30, 31, 33, 34, 37, 38, 40 and 41 are allowed. 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over the invention of Sakamaki et al (US 6,836,304 B2), as being a representative 
example in the art to which the instant invention pertains. In particular, the primary 
reasons for allowance are set forth on page 19 of Applicant's REMARKS, filed 
10/23/2008. 

The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of applicant's independent claims, in such a manner that a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The claimed invention is 
therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious 
over prior art.
